Washington, Dec. 3.— Talk has been 
revived here that the Democrats of 
the house intend to push a resolution 
impeaching it.

According to reports here 
the resolution of impeachment will be 
introduced by Representative Heflin 
of Alabama, an 
intimate friend 
of 
Representative James of 
Kentucky, 
who is a member of the Ballinger- , 
Pinchot committee of inquiry. 
So far as can be learned the Demo­ 
cratic members of the committee of 
inquiry have no present intention of 
offering a resolution censuring Secre­ 
tary Ballinger. 
These members will 
meet here. 
Later, when they arc in­ 
formed that their presence is desired 
by Chairman Nelson, they will hold a 
final 
conference with 
the majority 
members of the committee. 
Chairman Nelson and Messrs. Root, 
Flint, Sutherland, McCall and Olmsted 
of the committee were in conference 
all afternoon. 
At its conclusion Sell 
ator Nelson said that the majority re j 
port would be ready for publication 
next week.

Bulletin Shows That It Is Now on in 
Earnest. 
St. Paui, Dec. 3— That the Hill in­ 
vasion of Oregon is on in earnest is 
evidenced by an official publication 
just put out by the Great Northern 
railway. 
Outside 
of 
the 
promises 
made by Chairman James J. Hill and 
President Louis W. Hill, while in the 
West last summer, this is the first offi­ 
cial information about the projects be­ 
ing pushed by the Hill interests in 
Oregon, as represented by the Oregon 
Trunk railway, headed by John F. 
Stevens. 
The Harriman interests have main­ 
tainer! a fence around Oregon for many 
years, causing it to be backward, as 
compared with some of the neighbor 
ing states. 
Then Mr. H ill announced 
that he would furnish the needed rail­ 
road facilities, causing much joy in 
the hearts of the people of Oregon. 
A map of Oregon, attached to the 
bulletin, shows more clearly than any­ 
thing else what the Hill invasion of 
Oregon means. 
It is shown that the 
line is practically complete as far as 
Madras. 
Construction trains are in 
operation the greater part of the dis­ 
tance and it is expected the early part 
of next year will see regular train 
service. 
Beyond Madras the proposed 
route is shown by dotted lines, follow­ 
ing the Des Chutes valley, proceed­ 
ing in an almost direct southerly line 
toward 
Klamath 
lake, 
in 
Klamath 
county, which touches the southern 
state boundary line. 
From Klamath lake the route passe? 
through the Cascades, connecting at 
Butte Falls with the Pacific and East ' 
em, an extension from Medford, which 
was recently acquired by the Hill in 
terests. 
The terminus is shown to be 
Medford, although the general belief 
in railroad circles is that the Oregon 
Trunk railway will ultimately extend 
into California.

SUPPORTS TERMINAL ROADS 


Kellogg 
Presents 
Argument 
Before 
Commerce Commission. 
Washington, Dec. 3.— Frank B. Kel­ 
logg submitted an argument before 
the interstate commerce commission 
on the question of whether terminal 
roads 
in the Twin Cities, 
Duluth, 
Cleveland and Loraine, O., shall be 
considered common carriers within 
the meaning of the interstate com­ 
merce law and subject to participation 
in through rates. 
The 
question 
was 
raised 
at 
St. 
Louis, where the railroads refused to 
allow the terminal road to participate 
in the through rate on the ground that 
the terminal road was not a common 
carrier, but simply a road organized 
and built and operated for the purpose 
of switching freight to the big business 
establishments of that city. 
None of the cities represented by 
Mr. Kellogg was a party to the case 
under argument, but he appeared in 
behalf of the terminal roads in these 
cities to protect their interests. 
If 
the interstate commerce commission 
rules that these terminal roads are 
common carriers and can participate 
in a joint rate, the manufacturers will 
be able to secure a lower rate on their 
output than if the terminals are held 
to be only switch lines

POUNDS A CHILD ON A ROCK 


Insane Act of Woman May Result in 


Boy’s Death. 


Granite Falls, Minn., Dec. 2.— Invit­ 
ing her five-year-old son to go with 
her, Mrs. G. Halvorson, who was re­ 
learned from the insane asylum at St. 
Peter recently, grabbed the child and 
pounded his head on a rock until she 
had fractured his skull and the brains 
were exposed. 
Mrs. Halvorson was committed to 
the asylum last summer, having gone 
insane over religion, and since that 
time her husband made several at­ 
tempts to have her released. 
She was 
allowed to return to her home last 
week and was taken to see her chil­ 
dren, who were staying at her sister’s 
home in the country. 
W ith the cunning of the insane she 
lured the child to a place back of the 
barn, where she tried to take its life. 


Chicago. Dec. 3.— Representatives of 
approximately 55,000 conductors and 
trainmen employed on the sixty rail­ 
roads west of Chicago, who have de- 
I manded an increase in wages averag 
ing about 15 lier cent, are holding 
daily 
conferences with the general 
managers in presenting their argil 
ments for the advance in pay and im­ 
provements in working conditions. 
It 
is estimated that the new scales asked 
I by the men will exceed in amount 
those asked by the engineers recently, 
which aggregate nearly $5,000,000. 
The conferences are being Held in 
the offices of the Chicago General Man­ 
agers’ association and have bi en in 
progress since Monday. 
The employes are represented by 
eighty-five general chairmen of the 
organization on different roads, two 
from each road in the case of the 
larger systems, and by A. B. Garret­ 
son, president of the Order of Rail­ 
way Conductors, and W. L. Lee, grand 
master of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen. 
A. W. Trenholm, general manager 
of the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis 
and Omaha road, is chairman of the 
committee of general managers, which 
is conducting the negotiations. Every 
railroad running west of a line from 
New Orleans to Fort Williams, Out., 
including the main line of the Illinois 
Central, is involved in the demands of 
the men. 
Returns from the strike vote being 
taken on the Western roads by the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
since the breaking off of negotiations 
with the managers several weeks ago 
are being sent from the various roads 
to the headquarters of the organiza 
tions in Cleveland and will be assem­

It is ihe understanding here that the 
president conferred with Judge San­ 
born relative to the qualifications of 
other judges who have been put for­ 
ward by their friends for vacancies 
on the supreme bench. Judge Sanborn 
and VV'. D. McHugh of Omaha, who is 
under consideration for a place on the 
I supreme bench, were luncheon guests 
of the president and Mrs. Taft. Judge 
I and Mrs. Sanitom accompanied the 
president and Mrs. Taft to Fort Meyer 
j where the party witnessed the weekly 
drills of the troops stationed at that 
place 


Did Not Discuss the Subject. 


Senator Nelson was a caller at the 
White House. 
He replied in the nega­ 
tive when asked if he had urged the 
nomination of Judge Sandorn to Hie 
supreme bench 
"I did not discuss the 
subject with the president,” he said. 
Mr. Nelson added that he had told 
the president that the majority re­ 
port of tile Ballinger-Pinchot commit­ 
tee would be submitted to congress 
next week. 
In conversation with friends later in 
the day, President Taft said that Sena­ 
tor Nelson had called to talk about 
the appointment of a Minnesota man 
*o the commerce court. 
The presi­ 
dent did not indicate whose name was 
mentioned in this connection

Nelson would throw no light on the 
matter.

Four Cruisers Will Be Built by the 
Dominion. 
Ottawa, Ont., Dec. 3.—The triumph 
of the government over the opposition 
in the house of commons on the naval 
policy and the overwhelming defeat 
of resolutions declaring that there 
should be an appeal to the people be­ 
fore the creation of the Canadian navy 
means that contracts for the construc­ 
tion of Canadian war vessels will be 
let shortly. 
The contract will call for the con­ 
struction of four cruisers of the im­ 
proved Bristol class and six torpedo 
boat destroyers of the improved liver 
class 
They are all to be built in 
Canada and as there are no yards at 
present in the Dominion capable of 
doing th1* work negotiations are in 
progress with several firms of British 
shipbuilders for the establishment of 
such yards 
There is keen competition between 
six British firms, as the contract tor 
all the vessels will be placed with one 
firm 
It means the establishment of 
that firm In Canada, where the de­
